darkness for trial and punishment. 

The Anoestral tablet is a bit of board, 
resting in a‘pedestal,; upon which is written 
the name, birth aud death of the decensed. 
Those of the wealthy or distingtished are 
usually gilded and highly ornamented. 
Thess tablets aré tisually placed on a table 
that occupies 2 position against. the screen 
in front of tho back hall:door. Those. who 
‘are able to maintain. au- Ancestral hall 
usually place them there, with some respou- 
sible person: to -take charge. ‘The Chinese 
believe in. the immortality of the soul; and 
in a certain kind of rewards and pwnish- 
ments, The rewards thoy most desire are 
two fold; the first is to be exempted from 
punishment ; the second is, according to 
their ideas of metempsychosis, to be pro- 
moted in their next adveut into the world 
of light to’ a wiore honorable position, or to 
8 position of yreater wealth, The pnnish- 
neuta are & reflection of the Chineso-orimi- 
nal code, with some enibellishments ; and 
are of the most brutal character. | Ilustra- 
tions of some of theut may be seen in the 
“* quang-foh32” temple, within the -nortl 
gate of this city. Wicked -men are snpposed 
to be sawn, asunder, roasted, flayed, beaten 
with many stripes, &c, The. illustrations 
of the punishments of the other world have, 
undoubtedly, a restraining influence on the 
minds of:men.” ‘They have abot the same 
influence. on-men who think of the chances 
of punishment, in the apirit world, that tha 
bamboo aud‘ executiouer’s kuife have- on 
the minds of those who expose themselves 
to punishment according ‘to. the orimirial 
code of the world of light.: They all’be- 
lieve that there is a chance of evading their 
just deserts in both worlds, fur they cannot 
condsive of any higher degree of presciencs 
ou the part of the authorities of that world, 
than what they see illustrated before their 
eyes’ by the acts of the authorities of this.
